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Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 15-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to comprise one of iron cores corresponding for each of second semiconductor elements, 
wherein all primary windings of corresponding cores connected in series with the free-wheel 
diode and all secondary winding of corresponding cores connected to gates and cathode 
terminals respectively constructed in a manner as required in claim 15. The prior art also lacks 
to establish operation of first and second switches in a closed/opened positions simultaneously 
for storing/discharge energy to a load in that the second switch is turned on again after turning 
off in order to discharge energy remaining in the circuit as required in claim 19. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least the above noted reason.
